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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

1. Claims 1-5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ohkawara et al. 
(6,249,325). 

Regarding Claims 1-5, Ohkawara et al. disclose a liquid crystal display device having a 
pattern for improving voltage difference between different pixel electrodes in which 
semiconductor or signal line portion is larger for a more remote pixel where an LCD device has a 
gate signal lines extending in the x-direction and arranged in the y-direction, and drain signal 
lines extending in the y-direction and arranged in the x-direction on the surface of the liquid 
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crystal side of the one transparent substrate between a pair of transparent substrates opposed to 
each other via liquid crystals. A thin-film transistor is fumed on by a scanning signal from a gate 
signal line, and a pixel electrode will be supplied with a video signal from the drain signal line 
via the thin-film transistor that is fumed on in each of the regions surrounded by the signal lines. 
The thin-film transistor is MIS type and the capacity between the gate electrode and the source 
electrode is small on the input terminal side of the gate signal line and increases in a direction 
toward the end of the gate signal line.

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a). 

2. Claims 6-8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ohkawara et al. 
(6,504,585). 

Regarding Claims 6-8, Ohkawara et al. disclose a liquid crystal display device having a 
pattern varying the overlap of a light-shield film connected to the neighboring gate line and the 
pixel electrode to improve voltage difference between different pixel electrodes. Liquid crystal 
display device includes first and second gate signal line formed on a first insulating substrate and 
arranged adjacent to one another, a terminal electrically connected to the first gate signal line, 
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first and second thin-film transistors, a first pixel electrode electrically connected to an electrode 
of the first thin-film transistor, a second pixel electrode electrically connected to an electrode of 
the second thin-film transistor, a first and second video signal lines, a second insulating substrate 
which is transparent and superposed on the first insulating substrate, a transparent common 
electrode, and liquid crystals provided between the common electrode and the first and second 
pixel electrodes, A first light-shielding film is formed on the second insulating substrate and 
covers peripheries of the first and second pixel electrodes, and second light-shielding films are 
formed on the first insulating substrate.
